He Tells of the Results of the Salvation Army Crusade Down 
Through the Feud District. 


In our twelve days’ trip through the Kentucky mountains we traveled 200 
miles on horseback, visiting 12 villiages, conducting 36 services. Thirteen were 
in courthouses, 2 in jails and 21 in the open air. The total attendance is esti- 

ted at 10,000. We had about 250 requests for prayers and 26 satisfactory 
es of conversation, among them some notorious characters. 

In addition to this we visited and prayed with hundreds of mountaineers 
in their little cabin homes. We were everywhere received kindly and hospita- 
bly. As a rule they were a little reserved and shy at first, which disappeared 
after a brief acquaintance. The people gave us a most respectful and at- 
tentive hearing and our lively singing and music and earnest preaching 


We found the religious life of the people of commutities vistted at a low 
ebb and had requests nearly everywhere for a prolonged stay so that a re- 
vival of religion might be brought about. All of our party were most favora- 
bly impressed by the mountaineers as a people, and I bélieve they also con- 
ceived a liking for the Salvation Army. This is one of the most mportant re- 
sults of our recent trip, as our acquaintance with the mountaineers and the 
conditions surrounding them will enable us to intelligently form some plans for 
permanent work in the mountain regions in the future. Each membér of the 
party bore well the hardships of the rather hurried trip through almost im- 
passable mountains and we consider the trip a thorough success in every way. 


COL. RICHARD B. HOLZ,

Prayed on the Spot 
Where Maroum Fell. 


The murmur of the soldiers on duty, the 
glitter of the barrels of the guns and the 
sabers of the soldiers, gave the place a 
warlike atmoaphere, and to some of the 
members of the party the conditions Mm the 
town for them seemed ominous. But Capt. 
Escott and Col. Hols took the lead, lamps 
were procured from the soldiers, and tre 
party went into the courthouse. Going to 
the first floor of the building all knelt in 
prayer for their safety and for the success 
of their work. Peocullar as it may seem. 
they knelt on the identical spot where J. 
B. Marcum, who jost bis life at the hands 
of Curtis Jett, fell, and the following day 
the members of the party were shown the 
bullet holes in the wall, and which were 
only a few feet away from where they 

knelt in supplication. 

Then the party went into the street for 
the open air meetings, two lamps having 
been bought from a store and a gasoline 
lamp having been loaned the party by the 
soldiers in the courthouse yard. 

When the began to play 
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houses. They had heard that the Salva- 
tion Army was coming, and to them it was 
a great sight, as they had never seen the 
Army, and up to then few had ever heard 
of it. The people came within 190 feet of 
the party and stood agape. It was more 
than they had expected, and entirely dit- 
ferent from what they expected. The 
singing by the quintétte of old religious 
hymas, familiar to them all, the playing of 
the same hymns to spirited time on the 
instruments, gave them a new sense of re- 
alization, and when the soldiers came up 
to the members of the y and sat down 
on the curbstones the pegple gathered close 
by and listened eaggpis™ ' 

After the open air service the Sajvation- 
ists went to the courthouse, and here 300 
people gathered to hear them. Every word 
was carefully spoken in order that no one 
might be given offense, and the topic dis- 
cussed was ‘Jesus Loves You, and Wants 
You to Accept Him.” ‘This statement In 
the text was the nearest reference made to 
the trouble that had just passed at Jack- 
son. 

While Col. Holz was talking, a man came 
forward. He was intoxicated. “That's 
Crookshank Noble,”’ said Capt. Longmier. 
When asked what he had to say, Noble 
said: “I’ve been drunk for 10 years, but 
now I’ve decided to quit. After this I]l be 
on the right side and I'll shoot the first 
man who offers me a drink.” 

The next day Capts. Escott and White 
found Noble's home. He was sitting with 
his wife and was still firm in his statement 
that he had reformed, and then something 
of his hietory was learned. 

He was for years city judge of Jackso® 
and a member of the county court. He its 
a college graduate. He took to drink and 
has for years been living on the ragged 
edge of politics, making a living out of it 
the best way possible. He was one of the 
etar witnesses for the defense in the White- 
Jett trials recently at Jackson. 


Entire Town Turnéd 


Out Next Day. 

The next day opén air meetings were 
held in the afternoon at 2 o'clock. The 
meeting was held in the street under a 
splendid shade, and was attended by al- 
most the entire populace. Judge Redwine, 
one of the first judges in the Jett trial, 
was at every service, and sat near tne 
front and gave the members of the party 
all of the encouragement possible. He 
paid part of the bills that were incurred, 
while Judge Hargis paid the board of two 
of the brigade at the Arlington Hotel. The 
party remained in Jackson until the morn- 
ing of Sept. 19, and were entertained by 
the leading citizens of the town and by 
people who were known to be on different 
sides of the factional fights. 

The tmpression that made on the people 
seemed to be a good one, but Col Holz 
states that the affairs of the town and the 
churches therein are in a deplorable condi- 
tion as a result of the troubles and varia- 
tions which the town has undergone. The 
worst part is that there is a feeling of de- 
pression everywhere, and the First Metho- 
dist Church, the leading church of the 
town, i@ in a condition of chaos. The 
members are divided among themselves. 
The influence of the feud can be felt every- 
where, and only the rigid enforcement of 
the law can improve conditions. 

At Jackson, six horses. good, spirited 
animals, and a guide, were secured to go 
as far as Norton. Va., where a train was 
to be taken The stay at Jackson was one 
day longer than expected. The guide was 
placed in charge of a two-horse in

The trip to Salyersville, Magoffin County, 
consumed the entire day of Sept. 19, and 
was an arduous journey. The town was 
reached at 6 o'clock in the evening, after 
the party had crossed five mountaing 
forded numerous creeks and rivers, and 
traveled over_much rough country and 
through many ravines that are washed by 
streams and rivulets that make up Big 
Ford, Lick Spring creek, :

Lost in Mountains. 

While near Salyersville, . Staff Capt. 
White was lost from the party and rode 
for five hours in the mountains unable to 
find any trace of the other members. As 
he could find no habitation or living being, 
he was on the point of stopping in a nar- 
row path and making a night of it when 
he saw the other members of the party 
climbing the mountain on the opposite side 
of the ravine. 

The party was cordially received in Sal- 
yersville, and an open-alr service was held 
on the street. In the evening, services 
were held in the courthouse. The sheriff 
of the county, the county judge and others 
came out and greeted the strangers, and 
the sheriff took two of them home with 
him, while two others remained with the 
county judge and the other members of 
the party spent the night with the three 
ministers who live in the town. 

The start from Salyersville was made 
bright and early Sunday, Sept. 0, after 
the horses and the men had been given 4 
good night's rest. The destination was 
Prestonburgh, Floyd County, 4 smnall town 
on the route. During the day two stops 
were made. The first was at Ivytown, & 
cluster of six houses at the base of the 
Cumberland mountains, where 15 men tad 
congregated to have a shooting match 
for a sheep and a heffer. The animals 
were standing near the crowd of who 
had placed the target at a hundred yards 


and were lying on thelr stomachs shoot- 


ing when the crusaders approached. They 
told the sportamen that they wanted to 
hold service. The mountaineers showed 
the visitors great respect, postponed the 
match one week and heard services in «& 
grove. ‘ 

Six conversions took place and all pres 
ent arose and stated that they would live 
better lives in the future. 

The next stop wes at Bonanza, « little 
mountain village in the heart of the moun- 
tains, where there ts a postoffice, a mill 
and five stores. Here Walter Walker & 
the leading man of the neighborhood and 
the party was invited by him to go into 
his orchard and hold. services. Fully 40 
people, who had heard of the approach 
of the crusaders, gathered in the orchard. 
Sitting on the grass they heard the music 
and talks Here the same character of 
sermons was preached, and nine conver- 
sions resulted.

men rode {nto town, boys followed in the 
streets and cried: ‘Coxgey’s army has 
come. Here’s yer city trash come down 
here to try and tél] us something about 
their high-toned ways.”’ 

An open air meeting was held, and aa it 
fers Sunday many of the men were drunk 
and disorderly. But the sheriff of the 
county, &@ man by the name of Watkins, 
came to the relief of the brigade, dispersed 
the crowd and told the people that this 
was the “Mountain Brigade” of the GSal- 
vation Army and that it must be shown re- 
spect. This had the desired effect. 

After the services the men had supper, 
and in the evening the pastor of the Metho- 
dist Church, Rev. Mr. Booth, came to Col. 
Holz and stated that the brigade was wel- 
come to his church. That night services 
were held, which were largely attended, 
the entire church and the yard surround- 
ing it being crowded with citizens. Many 
had come across the country for twenty 
to thirty miles, having heard of the com- 
ing of the brigude in the weekly papers 
of eastern. Kentucky. Many also arose 
Pand asked for prayer during the services, 
and after the meeting closed three ofkthe 
men in the congregation were converted, 
and stated that they would unite with the 
church the following Sunday. 

Monday morning the most arduous trip 
of the journey was begun through eastern 
Fioyd County, down into Pike County, to 
Pikeville. The distance from Prestenburgh 
was thirty to forty miles, and, as the men 
traveled, they took occasion to stop with 
the people and ask them questions about 
themasives. Most of them seemed to be 
fearful of the law, and their chief dread 
was that revenue officers would arrest 
them. The women especially were appre- 
hensive of the revenue officers, and ap- 
peared to live {In dread that some of the 
male members of the household would be 
arrested and carried off to trial or jail.

Situation Down in Laredo, Tex., Is 
Becoming Decidedly 
Serious. 


HEALTH OFFICERS ARE BUSY 


Hampered in the Work by Supersti- 
tious Mexicans, Who Seem to 
Think They Are Being 
Hoodooed. 


LAREDO, Tex., Oct. 3.—The yellow fever 
situation here is beginning to assume 4 
very grave phase. There are now in this 
city 87 cases of fever, 16 of which have been 
pronounced genuine by the marine hospital 
service experts in charge here; 10 cases 
have been pronounced suspicious and 11 
néw cases have been reported today, some 
of which have been announced as genuine 
and others as suspicious. Among these 
cases is one which the doctors state is 
yéliow fever of the worst type. The major 
ity of these cases are confined to a certain 
district of the city with the exception of 
gome of the new cases which have been 
reported today. 

The house to house canvass was con- 
tinued by the physicians today and will be 
continued until every house in the city and 
surrounding country has been visited, ex- 
amined-and put in a sanitary condition. 
The work of the physicians is made neces- 
gary because of lack of confidence among 
the poorer classes of Mexicans. 

In memy cases the people endeavor to 
conceal] the fact that any of their family 
is sick, as they have an antipathy for the 
American physicians, some of the most ig- 
norant even going so far.as to claim that 
the Americans would give them medicine 
to poison them. Difficulties in this line 
with which the sanitary officers have to 
contend with may be readily understood 
from an ocourrence which took place re- 
céntly. One of the officers placed oll in a

HAS MILLIONS AT COMMAND 


This Proposition to Settle the Race 
Problem Seems Nearer Accom- 
plishment Than Ever. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SIOUX CITY, Io., Oct. 3—Twice a multi- 
millionaire, once a bankrupt, with from 
$1,000,000 to $2,000,000 of debts, every dollar 
of which has since been paid; personal 
friend of leading politicians, confidante of 
kings and intimate of the President of the 
United States, is a small part of the car- 
eer, in outline, of J. 8. Leigh Hunt, who 
according to report has associated “himself 
with Booker T. Washington in the colored 
scheme to colonize American negroes in 
Africa. 

Still a comparatively young man, with an 
immense income from his gold mines in 
Korea, valued at unknown millions, Mn 
Hunt has associated with the strongest 
financiers of this country. As the discover- 
er of the future greatness of Seattle he 
did more than any other man to establish 
there the future metropolis of the Pacific 
Northwest. With the instincts of the em- 
pire, builder, he went from Seattle to the 
Orient and secured immensely valuable con- 
cessions in the gold regions of that coun- 
try. Now his restless ambition for great 
affairs draws him toward Africa. Friends 
in Iowa who have seen his meteroic car- 
eer from a farm boy to one of the world’s 
rich men, believe that if he is really to 
interest himself in the great African en- 
terprise credited to him, he may accom- 
plish new wonders there. 


Mr. Hunt Is 
a Hoosier. 


Mr. Hunt was born about 50 years ago 
near Columbus, Ind., a son of poor parents 
and one of a large family. With a com- 
mon school education he soon fitted him- 
self to teach country schools. Later, se- 
curing some education, he went to Mount 
Pleasant, Io., and here developed his fac- 
ulty of getting in touch with people ablé 
to help him. He earned the confidence of 
James Harlan, former United States sen- 
ator and member of Abraham Lincoln’s 
cabinet. Through Harlan’s assistance he 
became superintendent of Mount Pleas- 
ant’s schools. This position he left to 
take a like one in Des Moitmes. 

Here he developed a faculty for politics 
and its associations. He was elected presi- 
dent of the Iowa State College at Ames. 
and held the position with signal success 
for several years. 

Then he began to yearn for the larger ac- 
tivities that have since engaged him. He 
believed there would be a great city on 
the north Pacific coast, and resigning at 
Ames went to Seattle. With little money, 
but the best credit, he bought the Post- 
Intelligencer there. Soon he was in the 
first rank of the boomers. He was presi- 
dent of a bank; director in others; presi- 
dent of a railroad or two; interested in 
shipping, and a leader in real estate ac- 
tivities. Soon he was rated several times 
a millionaire. 

Then came the crash in 1893 and the 
pursting of the Seattle bubble. Hunt's 
properties were ground through the pifti- 
less processes of liquidation in times of 
stringency, and he found himself not mere- 
jy without means, but more than a million 
in debt. 

His friends stood by him. He went to 
Japan and China and studied Oriental pol- 
itics and business. He learned, in Korea, 
that the king was in financial straits. He 
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plained that he was a financial broker. He 
could ge the needed $5,000,000. The com- 
mission was given him. 

Hunt went to St. Petersburg, and, know- 

ing that Russia had reasons for wanting a 
string on Korea, found the Czar’s minister 
of finance and explained what he could do. 
He finally was given audience of the goun- 
cil of empire and of the Czar himself. 
Mr. Hunt was able to negotiate the loan, 
on tértris which both the Korean monarch 
and the Russian government like. As re- 
ward, was given the great gold mining 
concessions that have since made him 
wealthy. 

Securély in possession of his grants, he 
returned to America and raised money and 
hired expert engineers to work them. The 
flow of gold soon began. -He took bright 
young Americans to help work his prop- 
erties. | 


Paid Every Dollar 
of His Debts. 


In a few years Hunt was one of the pow- 
erful men of the East. He returned to Se- 
attle and announced himself ready to pay 
all his old debts. He remained several 
weeks doing it. Every dollar was paid, in 
many cases with interest, and many of 
them being of exceedingly doubtful validity 
either legally or morally. 

Then, about two years ago, having put 
his far eastern affairs in shape to take care 
of themselves, he went abroad. Up the Nile, 
far in the interior of Africa, he began the 
study of the problem which has since en- 
gaged him. Why not send the American 
negroes over there and colonize the coun- 
try with them, turning it into a great cot- 
ton producing region? He concluded it was 
feasible and that besides having millions in 
it for the people who would carry out the 
plan, offered a solution for the vexed negro 
problem in America. 

Returning home he found this country 
in the throes of an agitation of the race 
question. It was the psychological moment.

One Locates the Other in Indianapolis 
and Hunts Up His Resi- 
dence. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 3.—“‘Land o! 
mercy, you’re not John Dory! Why, 1 
thought you have been dead these many 
years.”’ 

Such was the greeting that John Dory re- 
oeived from his brother, Joseph Dory, afte) 
a separation of nearly a half century. The 
brothers had not seen each other since 
Aug. 7, 1858, when they were boys togethe: 
on a farm in Madison County, Illinois, 2 
miles east of St. Louis. 

Joseph Dory left the farm and went to 
Missouri. When the war broke out sev- 
eral years later he joined the Union forces 
and combatted the rebel guerilla fighter: 
for a long time. Then he enlisted in the 
naval service and was aesigned to the 
Black Hawk. one of the vessels in the Mis. 
sissippi flotilla. John Dory came to Indfana 
and enlisted in the 69th Indiana. He weni 
through the whole war with Company A. 

When hostilities ceased and the brothers 
were mustered out they had loet track of 
each other. Then begun a search which 
lasted 45 years, and only ended yesterday, 
when Joseph Dory called at his brother 
John’s home, at 418 Blackford street. The 
long-lost brother was met at the door by 


John, who did not recognize him, but from 
a Grand Army button that he wore in his 
coat lapel, John thought him an old com- 
rade in arms. 

Joseph asked many questions about 
John’s boyhood days, and then it began to 
dawn upon John that there was something 
strangely familiar about his questioner's 
appearance. Under the grigzled mustache 
John recognized the family mouth and ‘in 
the eyes he saw traces of a mild expres- 
sion that he once knew so well. Falling 
on each other's shoulders, they embraced 
each other tenderly. 

In telling of his efforts to locate John. 
Joseph Do stated that he traveled all 
over the middle west. He had talked with 
many old soldiers who had known John: 
but none of them could give finy informa- 
tion as to his whereabouts. e strangest 
circumstances is the fact that Joseph Dory 
attended the national’ encampment of the 
Grand Army veterans, which was held in 
Indianapolis a number of years ago, and 
failed to find his brother. John Dory says 
that he was on the streets every day and 
attended all of the reunions The tvo 
brothers were so near and yet so far 
apart. Joseph claims that he could not find 
his brother’s name in the city directory 
at the time. ; 

He gave him up for lost and despaired 
of ever seeing John again. On Saiurday 
Joseph Dory was in Decatur on business, 
and he concluded that he would make one 
more effort to locate his brother in Indian- 
apolis. On looking into the local directory 
for 1908 Joseph says that his heart jumped 
into his mouth en he saw the name of 
John Dory. ory, to the address given.

Fort Sam Houston, Tex., Sept. 19, 1903.— 
General Order No, & 

L Owing to the difficulties experienced 
in getting and keeping servants in the 
post the following regulations will be 
strictly enforced: 

2. Any servant discharged by an officer 
in this post will not thereafter be allowed 
on the reservation. 

3% Any servant who leaves an officer will 
not be employed by any other officer within 
six months without the written consent of 
the officer for whom she worked. 

4. Any officer discharging a servant will 
report her name to the adjutant so that it 
may be placed upon a list in the adjutant's 
office; and servants whose names are on 
this Hist will not be permitted in the post.

World's Fair visitors—and simple dwell- 
ers in the World's Fair city, too, for that 
matter—have but one recourse in the case 
they are charged exorbitant prices by 
tradesmen, barbers, restaurateurs, hotel 
keepers, bartenders or real estate agents. 
Refuse to pay, get themselves called hard 
names or their heads punched and then 
have the offending tradesman, barber, bar- 
tender, or what not arrested for disturb- 
ing the peace. 

If the offender is haled before Police 
Judge D. O. Tracy, that magistrate will 
fine him in a sum commensurate with the 
offense. 

Of course thie will not pay for your 
punched head or mend your clothing in 
case“&’ bunch of bouncers see fit to jump 
on you and roll you around-in the dirt, 
but it will appease your lacerated feelings 
and give you a chance to do the gloat act. 

According to this same Judge Tracy 
there is no law or ordinance under which 
a man who robs under the guise of charg- 
ing exorbitant prices can be punished. Of 
course, In the case of tradesmen who ask 
you a big price for an article you can 
take it or let it alone as you please, but 
in case a barber has trimmed you up or a 
barkeep has set you out a drink which you 
have drunk, the case is different. You must 
either pay their price or suffer the conse- 
quences. 

lf the consequences are severe enough 
Judge Tracy will fine the man. If you 
are foolish enough to prefer being robbed 
to being beaten you have no recourse. 

Under the circumstances, anyone with 
half a head can see what the result is go- 
ing to be. 

Judge Tracy says there ought to be an 
ordinance passed at once to protect the 
public during the coming summer, but that 
is no eign there will be And if such a law 
were passed, who shall be the arbiter to 
decide where high prices leave off and ex- 
orbitant prices begin. Even Judge Tracy 
says that wouki be a most difficult task.

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Judge Tracy Becomes the Refuge of the Overcharged Visitor to St. Louis. 


to become the arbiter to declare what are 
reasonable prices for tonsorial work. 

Judge Tracy it- was who fined the bar- 
ber from in the vicinity of the Union Sta- 
tion because he disturbed the peace of a 
country visitor by calling him vile names 
and dyeing his beautiful Btian locks to a 
jetty black, and incidentiy because he 
overcharged the young man for his servi- 
ces. 

I called on Judge Tracy with the view 
of ascertaining what his idea of fair 
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tonsoria]l charges were. The World's Fair 
is upon us, millions of visitors will be in 
St. Louis, half of them will be men, and 
not one out of ten will bring his razor. 
We must have a maximum Scale of prices 
for tonsorial artists! That being the case, 
I felt that no man would be better fitted 
to say what this scale should be than 
Judge Tracy. Had he not, in his judicial 
capacity said that $5 was too high a price 
fforidying one head of red hair and two red 
eyebrows a jetty black? If he knew that 
was too much, then he must also know 
how much would be enough. 

It was in seeking this information that I 
trapped Judge Tracy into admitting that 
even the plainest specimen of & man is 
likely at some time in his life, pose®bly 
often, to demand the following attentions 
at the hands of hte barber: 

Shave, Eau de quinine, 
Shampoo, Eyebrows trimmed, 
Hair cut, Eyelashes trimmed, 
Sea foam, Nostrils shaved, 
Neck shave, Dry scalp massage, 
Hair singeing, Witch hazel face 
Fitce massage, bath, 

Pomade on mustache,Bay rum massage, 
Hair oiled, Compressed air dry, 
Hair dyed, Compressed air per- 
Eyebrows dyed, fume, etc. 

Dandruff rub, 

Now, just think of it! Suppose & woman 
would go home and tell] her husband that 
she had all those things done to her head 
and face? He certainly would fall in a 
faint and would forbid her ever again go- 
ing to the hairdresser. Yet, possfbly he 
would be just from the barber shop where 
half or two-thirds of those things had 
been practiced on him. 

Judge Tracy positively refused to be led 
into any further traps after he sew himself 
in thie one. He had just sent the last 
bunoh of grist over the “Bridge of Sighs 
to the Four Courts, and waa resting in his 
private office when I went to see him. 

“T cannot presume to attempt to fix the 
barber’s charges or to eay in an official 
way what prices they should charge. As 
a private citizen I believe that 15 cents 
for a shave and % cents for a hair cut is 
the top charge The minimum oharge, I 
am told, is away below this. Mr. O. J. 
Macauley, the olerk of my court, informs 
me that iu the vicinity of Twelfth and Mor- 
gan a charge of 10 cents would be called 
extortion end 15 cents would cause a rict. 
It is all in the neighborhood. At Seventh 
or Bighth and Market, 5 cents for a shave, 
a clean towel to each customer, and 15 
cents for a hair cut would be about the 
right charge, he tells mea At the several 
barber colleges, he states, you can get all 
the attentions and the services of a skilled 
surgeon, afterwards, free of all cost. 

“Howevor, and seriously, the charges that 
were made by the barber near the 
t’nion Station, who was fined in my court, 
were outside of the bounds of reason. I 
have had a great deal of complaint from 
this shop. 

“Their game ts to get a hold of an unso- 
phisticated country man, or someone who 
is just paasing through, and who wants a 
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St. Louis has always borne a good namo. 
and it is an outrage that individuals for 
mercenary greed should handicap a great 
enterprise like the World's Fair. 

“In the case just recently brought before 
my notice, if the barber had not disturbed 
the customer's peace, I eould not have 
fined him. If I had I would have been 
committing a judicial owt which I 
would not do. If I had acquitted him, lL 
would have been criticised for doing 80; 
yet if he had not disturbed the peaco; I 
would have been powerléss. The only way 


to do in in cases of this kind is to make 
a case of breach of peace.”’ 

“What do yeu mean by World's Fair 
prices?” 

“I mean the excessive charges that are 
being made by some business men ,ahd 
landlords on account of the demand for 
houses and the cost of living. Saiartes 
have not idvanced, yet everything else 
has, and at an alarming rate.” 

“Do the barbers annoy you when you go 
in d@ shop just for a shave by wanting to 
perform other tonsorial arts on you?” 

“They frequently will ask if I don’t want 
a hair-cut, but never tn an offensive man- 
ner. I realize that it is their business to 
get as much work as possible, just the 
same any good salesman.”’ 

“Do they ever want to use the electric 
kissing machine on your face?” His hon- 
or looked horrified at this question. I 
‘was glad that he was not on the bench. 

“No; I am an old fogy, and they never 
bother me with any of their new inven- 
tions.”’ 

“Do they ever want to dye your hair?” 
I hesitatingly asked his honor. 

“No, nor roach it up in a pompadour,” 
replied his honor, and he laughed heartily 
as he rubbed his hand over his bald head.

Officials {n One Year Collect $48,634 
Cash and $1,493,563 in 
Paper. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8—The annuwal re- 
port of the operations of the Dead Let- 
ter office for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1903, has been prepared and will be em- 
bodied in the forthcoming report of First 
Assistant Postmaster-General Wynne. 

The total receipts for the year were 
something over ten million pileces—the 
largest in the history of the office—ex- 
ceeding those of the preceding year by 
some 50,000 pieces. 

Of the aggregate number, 38,895,205 pieces 
were opened. 

The money found in opened ietters 
amounted to $48,634, but this sum included 
money (generally coin) found loose in the 
mails or in postoffices, and consigned to 
the Dead Letter office. 

Commercial] paper found, such as drafts, 
checks, money orders, etc., represented a 
face value of $1,493,568. 

The merchandise parcels received num- 
bered about 24,560, which were restored 
to the owners as far as possible. Photos 
were found in 719,065 letters and parcels.

The “get-rich-quick’”’ man is emerging 
from his enforced retirement. Advertise- 
ments in the daily papers announce this 
fact. ‘Co-operative bookmaking” is the 
seductive title under which the announce- 
ment is made. The profits promised by 
the new concern are merely “an avérage 
of 10 per cent monthly.” This is consid- 
erably more than the profits made in ic- 
gitimate business, but is far less than that 
promised by the co-operative schemers of 
last year. 

The danger of this new venture in the 
Snancial world lies in its moderation. To 
».omise 2 or WS per cent monthly would 
excite suspicion, but a mere 10 per cent in 
the racing business is not a matter to 
excite any special comment. 

When these “get-rich-quick” schemes 
were being operated here about a year ago, 
I frequently called attention to the im- 
possibility ef their promises being kept, 
and that they were bound to end in disas- 
ter. The result proved the correctness of 
my surmise. 

The concerns that now invite public con- 
fidence with promise of “an average of 
19 per cent” are no better in any respect 
than the Arnolds, the Brolaskis and the 
Ryans, that caused such havoc. They are 
based on misrepresentation and are bound 
to end in ruin, as their predecessors have 
done. 


It is not improbable that the next gen- 
eration may witness a contest for su- 
premacy in speed between the champion 
pacer and the champion racer of the thor- 
oughbred world. This is an age of marvyel- 
ous surprises, and stranger things happen 
every year. 

Great and astonishing as has been the de- 
velopment of the running thoroughbred in 
the last quarter of a century it has been 
eclipsed by that of the pacer.

PLENTY OF TIN IN TEXAS: 


Ore in Paying Quantities Is Found in 
the Western Part of the 


Lone Star State. 
EL PASO, Tex., Oct. 3.—Tin in paying 
quantities has been found in west Texas 
by Prof. R. C. Brooks, who is helping in 


the work of preparing an exhibit of Texas’ 
minerals for the World's Fair. The pre- 
paration of the mineral exhibit of Texas is 
under the management of Dr. William B. 
Phillips of the State University. This work 
is nging to light a number of mineral 
ae gan of which little has hitherto been 

nown. It is also arousing much interest 
mete Song the subject. In writing of this 
matter Dr. Phillips says: 

“Texas, besides sharing with California 
the distinction of being the only state in 
the union that has known workable cinna- 
bar deposits, stands alone ameng the Amer- 
pican states in regard to tin ores that prom- 
ise to prove to be important when the ‘ein 
containing them is developed. These tin 
ores will be exhibited at St. Louis in the 
Texas mineral exhjbit, and will poubtiess 
excite/a great de@l of interest.” It was 
though at one time by a few that the Da- 
kotas would become tin producers, but 
after a great deal of money had been ex- 
pended in an attempt to develop tin prop- 
erties up there results were disappointing. 
A little stream, or placer, tin Is found in 
Virginia, but it is not there in commercial) 
quantities.

Cardwell suit was dismissed at a time when 
revalations damaging to the Democratic 
machine were being brought to light.

WOMAN WHO SAVED PAPER 
IS THE HEROINE AT VICTOR 


Unique Situation in Which Soldiers 
Will Not Admit Sheriff Into Their 
Lines to Serve Writs on Command- 
ers. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

VICTOR, Colo., Oct. &8—This little city 
of Colorado nae just witnessed what is be- 
lieved to be the first instance of military 
suppression of a newspaper ‘sympathizing 
with strikers. 

lt has been a week fraught with intense 
excitement, not only for Victor, but for the 
whole mining world ot Colorado. 

At ll o'clock last Tuesday night Briga- 
dier-General John Chase, in command of a 
picked squad of & infantrymen and 4 cav- 
alry, marched to the office of the Victor 
Record, on South Fourth street, Victor, 
and placed the entire force under arrest, 
leaving the place in charge of the office 
boy. The men arrested were George E. 
Kyner, editor and manager; Walter Sweet, 
circulator; H. J. Richmond, foreman; 
Frank W, Langdon and George Basham, 
linotypers. They were surrounded by an 
armed escort and conducted to the milita- 
ry prison, termed the bull-pen, and locked 
up. 

The news of the arrest Spread rapidly. 
The office boy, who had been left in 
charge, telephoned Mrs. Kyner, wife of the 
proprietor, and ashe in turn communicated 
the news to Mrs. Emma F. Langdon, wife 
of one of the notype operators. 


Woman Saved Paper \ 
From Suspension. 


Mrs. Langdon hastily summoned a car- 
riage and drove rapidly to tthe office of 
the Rocord. She telephoned A, Q. Miller, 
the business manager, and had him search 
for Charles Conrad, a pressman Within 
a short time the men arrived, and, wth 
this force, the work of getting out the pa- 
per was carried on. Mrs. Langdon jis an 
expert operator, and is a member O the 
typographical union. With the assistance 
of the hastily-summoned help, the Record 
appeared as usual Wednesday morning, 
although suffering a little from the loss of 
the force. 

All this time no complaint had been 
lodged against the men seized, and it was 
not until the next morning, at the opening 
of court, that Maj. Tom EB. McLelland, act- 
ing judge advocate, filed complaints with 
the district court, charging the prisoners 
with criminal libel. 

The article on which the charge is based 
refers to Private Thomas Scanlon as an 
escaped convict, and in the formal com- 
plaint against the men Scanlon makes an 
affidavit charging that the publishers of 
the paper maliciously printed a slanderous 
and defamatory article. ¢ 


Seizure Aroused Indignation 
in Cripple Creek District. 


The outburst of indignation, spontaneous 
and vigorous, which followed immediately 
upon the seizure of the newspaper force, 
found its way. to Gov. Peabody, and with- 
in less than 24 hours he sent the following 
wire to his adjutant-general: 


“The commanding office, Camp Gola- 
field, will, upon receipt of this order, forth- 
with deliver to Henry Robertson, sherifr of 
Teller County, Colo., the following named 
prisoners: F. W. Langdon, W. L. Sweet, 
H. J. Richmond and George C. Kyner. 
“By command of 
“JAMES H. PRABODY. 

“Governor and Commander-in Chief.” 
For the first time in three weeks the 
sheriff was permitted to go inside the 
military lines. Editor Kyner and his men 
were brought up to military headquarters 
and formally released by the military. 
They were at once taken to Cripple Creek, 
where they immediately secured bond. 

The treatment accorded the prisoners is 
described by F. W. Langdon as follows: 
“My arrest and those employed in the of- 
fice was an outrage, and I believe that the 
public will be of the same opinion when 
the situation is thoroughly understood. We 
were taken to the bullpen at a late hour

They 
may, if so inclined, offer up prayers to 
their God, before whom also they may be 
found guilty and sentenced This, how- 
ever, is not a matter of interest and dis- 
cussion by the military authorities, except 
that we shall see to it to the best of our 
ability that no guilty man escapes.”’ 
When asked if he had seen anything that 
might be construed as libelous in the 


Denver papers Gen. Bell said: “I have 
not time to read the papers, but if any 
libelous articles are published, if anyone 
knows of any other party or parties im- 
plicated, we shall be glad, indeed, to re- 
ceive information with assurance to the 
public and to those under arrest that there 
will be no exception or favoritism shown 
anyone who can be shown responsible for 
the publication of such , articles.” 


While it is admitted that the Record 
hus printed many reports of an objection- 
able character to the mine owners and 
inilitary and has, perhaps, exceeded the 
bounds of good taste, the feeling of indig- 
nation at the course taken by the military 
is running high. The force of the Record 
is now to answer to the civil authorities 
for the charges preferred against them 
and the query made: “Why was not 
complaint made in the first place to the 
proper tribunal?’ The failure to take 
this course has estranged many citizens 
who were disposed to commend the prés- 
ance and previous conduct of the mili- 
tary.

Thus we see what an important person- 
age Menelik of Abyssinia really is. As the 
head of a race, which, according to its 
interpretation ofgthe biblical promise, will 
some day dominate the world, it behooves 
us to study him. 

Should he determine to settle in this 
country we cannot hope to escape falling 
under his sway by repealing the fourteenth 
amendment to the Constitution, for he is 
not a negro and has never been in any con- 
dition of servitude. Though his~- skin és 
quite dark, he is of remote Semetic origin, 
and is entitled to blazon the three balls on 
his coat of arms. 

On his visit to the United States, he may 
dine with President Roosevelt without cre- 
ating an issue for the political campaign, 
and being a Christian his entertainment 
can er€ate no discord in religious circles. 

In fact Menelik is better than the aver- 
age Christian, and his visit should nave a 
great moral influence. He is the only tem-

Once upon a time an English humorist 
thought of an elaborate witticism concern- 
ing the Negus. It was just after that re- 
doubtable one had annihilated two Itzsiian 
armies. Well, the Englishman saved up 
his money and journeyed to the sacred city 
of Axum, the capita] of Abyssinia. Here 
he learned that Menelik did not underscaind 
English, and as this knowlelge was neces- 
gary to a proper understanding of ‘ie j>ke, 
he proceeded to teach it. It took a yéar 
or two, for Menelik is a busy man, and

The Negus sat silent for a long time 
with a portemtious frown upon his august 
brow. Then, in thunder tones, he com- 
manded: ‘“‘Seize the slave and tear him 
limb from limb! If he escapes he will take 
that atrocious and impossible jest and build 
a comic opera!’ 

And that is why Menelik hates the Brit- 
ish. He is said to be a great admirer of 
the United States and the American Joke. 
He will probably get in the colored supple- 
ment some day. While he. is over here he 
intends to study our forms of government, 
probably under the tutelage of the Negus 
of St. Louis, Harry Hawes. Their methods 
are already somewhat similar, only the 
Negus of Abyssinia never opens «anything. 

Our experience with Hawes will stand us 
in good stead in dealing with Menelik. We 
have learned how to act in the presence 
of an autocrat. As a King, of course, he 
will be exempt from many of our charter 
provisions. It will not be absolutely com-

The fleeing employe is J. H. Larkin, 
stenographer for the Iron and Wire Co.

“Union Foundry Co.” and inserted the 
word “cash.” He then went with the 
check to the Davis & Shaw Furniture Co. 
He told the cashier of that firm that he 
Was cashier of the Denver Iron and Wire 
Co., and wanted the check cashed so that 
he could meet the payroll that evening. 

The Davit & Shaw company sent the, 
check to the bank, along with their ot r. 
paper, and it was duly cashed there, When 
the bank forwarded the check to the Iron 
and Wire*~o. there was consternation. 
Then begayy a still hunt for Larkin, who 
has not been seen since he cashed the check 
last Monday. It is supposed that he has 
gone to the Pacific coast.

Artificial Aids to Speed. 
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BY BUD DOBLE, 
| The Celebrated Driver of Trotting Horses. 

HE powers and purposes of the trotting horse interests have been wonder- 
fully changed and advanced within the past few years. Trotting stock 
has grown more valuable and been put in training much earlier than 

when I began. 

I don’t like that idea. I do not think that a horse ought to be put in a race 
until he or she is 5 or 6 years old; but they are developing them so early now 
that at 3 and even 2 years they are raced. My opinion is that this shortens the 
active life of the animal and therefore makes them of less value on the turf than 
as though they had gone to the hardening age of 5 or 6 before being called upon 
to do hard work. 

I believe it is well enough to educate them from the time they ate colts and 
have them in perfect form by the time’they are 5; but we are a rapid people 


trotter itself? 

Of course ‘breeding is not everything. In fact, 
some of the fastest trotters that were ever 
hitched to a sulky have been hors@s of mediocre 
blood. It will be granted, however, that four- 
fifths of the merit of trotters is to be found 
in their blood and breeding. 

In fact, the American trotter is now recog- 
nized all over the world as a specialized thor- 
oughbred. Champion by champion, they have 
been. bred for lung and limb and strength of 
backbone and gameness until they are as dis- 
tinct a family as the running horse, 

The range of blood has been so wide that 
there has been very little necessity for inbreed- 
ing.

Trotting tracks can now be found in almost every populous county of the 
United States, and meetings are held thereon every year and sometimes twice a 
year. As a rule the agricultural interests prefer trotting to running, while the

In other words, the running interests 


represent a class, while the trotters command the general public, not only in a 
few, but in many localities. That is another prime reason why the trotting horse 
has so rapidly developed the country over, even if he does lose his hold in and 


about the great cities. 


eame under the wire in 2:50 on the Harlem 
track. Nobody in those days was rash enough 
to predict the two-minute trotter, or even the 
2:30 trotter. 

But second by second was clipped from the 
record as time passed, and year by year the 
mighty driving muscles of the trotter wére 
made stronger and season by season there came 
iiprovement of various kinds in racing appur- 
tenances until 1874, when that fine old mare 
Gofismith Maid reeled off a mile on the Boston 
track in the then marvelous time of 2:14. ‘here 
was no longer any doubt about it. “The two- 
minute horse was coming,” said the enthusi- 
attic horsemen. Then one by one came the 
great trotters Rarus, St. Julien, Maud §. and 


‘Sunol, and in 1886 the record was down to 
2:08 1-4. 


At this period some genius invented the bi- 
cycle sulky, and fn a few years Nancy Hanks 
took the figures to 2:04. Crasceus, in 1901, 
lowered them to 2.021-4, and then came Lou 
Dillon in 2:00, the culmination of a century of 
expectation. | 

But how much of Lou Dillon’ s record is due 
to modern improvements in racing gear? The 
bicycle sulky alone, in the opinion of the late 
Robert Bonner, te worth four op five seconds to 
a horse in a mile race, when compared to the 
high-wheeled go-carte of old times. 

When Nancy Hanks beat the record of Maud 
5.—2:08 3-4—on a regulation track a decade 
ago,. ‘Mr. Bonner attributed it all to the pneu- 
matic-tired sulky, then just come into style,

world’s mark to 2:04 and caused horsemen of 
two continents to atclaim her the most won- 
derful animal that ever wore harness, Mr. Bon- 
ner still refused to believe she was the equa!

The wind shield alone, if properly taken ad- 
vantage of, meant several seconds to the little 
champion. Since the days of Goldsmith Maid 
other improvements have been discovered in 
the matter of track surfacing, sprinkling and 
harrowing, and in tags, trammels, tugs, trusses, 
shoes and other articles that go to make up the 
outfit of a trotting horse. 

These improvements, according to well-in- 
formed horsemen, would give.a time advantage, 
approximately as follows: 

Bicycle sulky, 1 1-2 seconds per mile. 

Improvements in harness, 1-2 second per mile. 

Improvements in shoes, 1 second per mille. 

Improvements in modern tracks, 2 seconds 
per mile. 

Improvements in footgear, 
mile. 

This would make a total improvement since 
the days of Nancy Hanks of 51-2 seconds to 
the mile.

4 ° THE age of, 35, after 23 years spent 
as a newsboy, cowboy, ‘exas ranger, 
marine diver and carpenter, John C. 

Carlyle, son’ of James C. Carlyle, once 
commander-in-chief of the New York state 
department of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, got the longed-for chance of iis life 
on the night of the opening of the Third 


| Avenue Pheater and waked out on the 


Stage—an actor. 

In two minutes he had made a hit; tn 
three he had created a small sensation, and 
in five every member of the company was 
talking’ about h‘'m, 

When he wa. 12 years old Carlyle got 
the idea that he wanted to go on the 
stage and whe: his father refuged con- 
sent he ran: away to Buffalv. Theatrical 
managers didn't want boy. and so Johnny 
solé. papers for a year. ‘Then his father 


caught. him and placed him in a juvenile 


#sylum. It took him jus a yeareto get u 
chance to ipe and run away to KE! 
Paso, Ter. 

Tt was his great ekill with a@ revolver and 


‘his reckless diring that eventually won 


for him a place on the Texas Rangers, un- 
der command of the famous Capt. “Pat 
Shepard 

When Carivie finaily left the service he 
was full of bullet holes and had a bad di- 
gestion. So, at the age of 19, he again de- 
cided to try the stage. He came East, but 
there was no field for cowboy actors and 
he.went toa work forp his rich uncle, Den- 
nis K!lerlane, who owned the Redport Iron 
Works. Here lhe learned diving und seon 
became an expert.

placed on exhibition in a glass tube on 
Labor Day.

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Most Curious Ship Ever Seen. 
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Record of Dred Scott Case Brought to Light. 
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Circuit Court who were rearranging 

the papers in the 9000 cases which 
have been tried in the court since its first 
session 65 years ago, came across a worn 
and faded envelope containing the records 
of the Dred Scott case, which held the 
attention of the entire country whe, ¥ 
was pending and excited a great com? » 
versy. On the records the case is “uuse 
692, Dred Scott vs. John F. A. Sandford, 
tiled Nov. 2, 1855. 

The case involves the v hole slavery issue 
but the papers were found to make one 
of the smallest packages on file. One 
piece of yellow paper, perforated, was 
found to contain the whole history of the 
case in the form of an agreement of facts. 

The case was the one in which a Chief 
Justice, in deciding it, declared that the 
negro had no rights which a white man 
was bound to respect. The sult was over 
the constitutionality of the fugitive slave 
law.

Washington Letter Almost Used for Cigar Lighter 


a.

came near lighting his cigar with 

a priceless relic of George Washing- 
ton. He was going through a lot of old 
papers which had descended to him from 
his uncle. On the desk at his side was 
a gas drop-light. Near by was a big 
waste-paper basket, and Into this he was 
tossing all the papers that seemed to have 
no partieular value. In one big bundle 
he found not one that appealed to him 
as having any historic worth. One ne 
was nothing 
more than a piece of blank paper folded 
over several times. He was about to drop 
it into the waste-paper basket, but at 
that moment discovered that his cigar had 
gone out. 


He rolled the paper up and was just 
in the act of touching ® to the gas

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flame when he spled this signitcant date 
line: 
“Mount Vernon, June 2th, 1748." 

When this caught the eye of Mr. Levy 
he jerked the paper away from the flame 
und unfolded it for closer inspection. He 
speedily discovered that he had been in 
the act of l’ghting his cigar with the 
most expénsive piece of paper he had ever 
had the good fortune to hold in his hands. 
It was a letter from Washington written 
only a few months before he took the 
oath of office as the first Pres'dent of the 
United States. 

This historic letter never before pub- 
lished, is in an excellent state of preser- 
vation and the lucky possessor prizes it 
naturally above all else in the collection 
of papers left by his uncle, Mathew Cary, 
to whom the letter was addressed, who
